Section 70, Cite | 13, Revised Statutes of Any 1930. 


Before making assessments, the assessors shall give notice in writ- 


ing to the inhabitants, by Posting notifications in some public place in 
town or shall notify them in such other way as the Town at its Annual 
Meeting directs, to make and bring in to them a true and perfect list 
of the polls and all their estates, real and personal, not by law exempt. 
from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day of April 
of the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice, does not 
bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his rights to make application 
to the assessors as County Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes unless he offers such lists with his application and satisfies them 
that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.

_ NOTICE TO REAL ESTATE OWNERS OF WAYNE 


In accordance with the State Laws, Chapter 43, Section 9 of the 

~ Revised Laws of 1930, “ whenever a city, town, or plantation is notified 

by the Commissioner of Agriculture of the presence of the Brown-Tail 

Moth or Sa Jose scale, the mayor of each city, the selectmen of each 

town, and the assessors of each plantation shall notify each owner of 

real estate located therein, requiring him to destroy the above named 
insects in his orchard and shade trees within a specified time.” 

It is recommended that these insects’ nests be removed while there 
is still snow on the ground so that the nests may be easily seen and 
burned. 

Property owners a Wayne are hereby notified to remove the nests 
of all Brown-Tails on their premises on or before March 15, 1943.

The Town of Wayne is in a better financial condition than it has 
been for a good many years. The Selectmen have paid all bills as they 
have been presented, paid off a $1,000.00 loan that we borrowed this 
Spring in anticipation of this year’s taxes and also a $1,000.00 note 
carried over from former years. There are no outstanding bank notes 
owed by the Town. 

By strict economy and an aggressive attitude toward the col- 
lection of matured tax liens, we have been able to bring the Net Debt 
of the Town down to a very low point. 

You will notice in our Budget recommendation for 1943, we have 
recommended raising $2,000.00 instead of the customary $1,000.00. 
We believe that this can be done without raising the tax rate —and 
that by anticipating future Bond payments while “times” are good, 
the Town will be able to ease up on the tax rate when “times” are not. 
as good as they are now. 

We are printing the State Audit this year in full. You will notice 
that this is an Audit of the year 1941-1942. We believe that the books 
of the Town Officials should be subject to Audit but we are firmly 
convinced that the. Audit should be of the Current year and also that 
it should be simplified so as to make it understandable to the average 


individual. The cost of this Audit was $60.20.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Wayne: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the condition and progress 


‘of your schools. 


TEACHERS 

Teaching is a science and an art combined. Young people can be 
taught the science of teaching. The art of teaching cannot be taught. 
It can be improved by observing good teaching and developed by ex- 
perience but it must be innate in the individual. This is why there 
is never an over supply of good teachers. 

In a year of great scarcity of teachers the town of Wayne has 
been very fortunate in having three capable teachers in its schools. Mrs. 
Edna Wallingford has continued her good work at North Wayne. 
Mrs. Wallingford has had long and successful experience and yet is as 
modern and up-to-date in her teaching methods as the latest Normal 
graduate. She has the “knack” for teaching, the inborn instinctive 
teacher touch which enables her to do the right thing at the right time. 
In other words she is the “ born teacher” type who loves to teach. 

With the opening of the Fall Term there was a complete change 
of teachers at Wayne Village. Much time and effort were used in 
selecting the teachers for this school. Being somewhat handicapped 
for funds it was not possible to go out into the highly competitive mar- 
ket for teachers of proved value because of successful experience. We did 
the next best thing which was to secure promising, well-trained but 
inexperienced teachers. This was done and we were very fortunate in 
securing two very capable recent graduates, C. Leslie Farnum of Rum- 
ford and Shirley M. Piper of Troy. 

Mr. Farnum is a graduate of Farmington Normal. He has served 
as Principal of the building and teacher of the grammar grades. He is 
interested in teaching and plans to make it his life’s work. We may not 
be able to keep him owing to the demands of the Armed Forces but 
we are glad to have had his excellent services as long as we have. 

Miss Piper has also proved herself to be a capable teacher in the 
Primary Room. She is a graduate of Castine Normal and has also had 
special work at Gorham. I hope her services may be retained. 
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I believe the community has been appreciative of the character and . 
quality of these young people and has tried to show its appreciation, 

The enrollments for the Fall Term were as follows: Wayne 
Primary, 23; Wayne Grammar, 15; North Wayne, 23; Total, 61. 
There have been twenty-six pupils attending secondary schools distri- 
buted as follows: Coburn Classical Institute, 1; Kents Hill, 3; Winth- 
rop High 22. | 


MUSIC 

Three years ago vocal music was added to the curriculum of the 
Wayne schools with the assistance of a Field Agent from the State De- 
partment of Education, Miss Villa Hayden. It is not the purpose of 
the State to provide a music supervisor for your schools at no cost to 
the town and it has not been possible to have so much assistance as at 
first. Miss Hayden has been able to make two visits to each school- 
room, one early in the fall and one the last of the term. This has been 
a help to the new teachers and has served to keep music going in your 
schools. 


SCHOOLS AND THE WAR EFFORT 

Your schools have sought to do their part in the War Effort. Pupils 
have been instructed in the need for purchase of War Stamps and Bonds 
and many have been buying regularly. 

In the fall the schools all assisted in a nationwide salvage campaign. 
The town was thoroughly canvassed by the boys and girls and several 
tons of scrap iron secured. It was encouraging to see the interest shown 
by school children of all ages. 


CONVEYANCE 

The problem of conveyance of school pupils is becoming increas- 
ingly serious. The Office of Defense Transportation is making an in- 
tensive study of every conveyance route in the Nation and will, it is 
expected, order curtailment of length or routes. We have already been 
ordered not to increase any routes by adding side trips. It seems likely 
that many children will have to walk much farther to school in the 
near future. If curtailment is ordered we will have no choice in the 
matter and I trust we may have patriotic compliance on the part of 
those effected. 

Owing to the sharp increase in wages it has been necessary to pay 
more for the bus driver this year. We have been fortunate to find a 
reliable party able to fit in the job to his other work. While the cost 
has increased it is still less than was paid for private conveyance in 1939,

REPAIRS 
There have been no major repairs this year. Minor replacements 
have been made to keep the properties up. That is good business at 
all times. It is fortunate that a program of improvement was begun 
several years ago when materials were available and labor costs low. 
The general condition of your school property is excellent. 


BUDGET) FOR? 1943 

As I presume everyone knows the cost of labor, service and 
materials of all kinds has increased rapidly during the past year. This 
tendency to rise will doubtless continue as long as the war lasts. It has 
been necessary to consider this in making up the school budget for 1943. 
It will cost more to run your elementary schools. We have estimated 
the increased cost at $450 which is very conservative. 

There is a large Eighth Grade to graduate this year most of whom 
will enter high school next fall. It will be necessary to raise more 
money for both high school tuition and conveyance. _ 

Owing to a good-sized balance in the Repairs Account and in 
Insurance, Light and Power it will not be necessary to raise as much 
as last year. 

The Budget for 1943 as recommended by the School Committee 
and Superintendent of Schools is as follows:

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


Over twenty homes were visited in Wayne during 1942 by the 
Public Health Nurse, carrying on an advisory program for service to 
expectant mothers, infants, preschool and school children, also to assist 
in the control of communicable disease. — 

During the school year, contact was established and maintained 
with the school teachers in regard to school health problems. In April, 
1942, thirty-nine children were vaccinated against smallpox in a school- 
wide clinic. At the present time, almost one hundred per cent of the 
school children are vaccinated against smallpox and immunized against 
. diphtheria. It is hoped that in the spring tuberculin testing can be 
offered to the children in the seventh and eighth grades. 

Several children have been seen regularly at the crippled children’s 
clinic, where the best medical advice and treatment have been given to 
them. 

Interest and co-operation of parents, teachers and town officials have 


always been high.
